of the Ear ern Kentucky asylum and 
ecommended several important 
changes in t lie institution. The jury 
said it believed the physicians now in 
charge of the asylum were entirely in- 
•apable of properly administering the 
affaiis of the institution, and recom- 
mended that the number be increased. 

The report clso said the number of 
attendants and nurses at the institu- 
tion should lie increased and the pay 
materially increased. The body recom- 
mended that a training school for nurs- 
es and attendants be established, and 
that the legislature be asked to appro- 
priate sufficient money to build such 
a school. 

The Investigation was due to the 
scandal growing out of the recent 
death of Fred Kelterer, a patient at 
the asylum, who, it was alleged, was 
brutally murdered by the attendants.
